On the South:— Bounded by Cantonment Boundary lines and pillars No. 11 to 
15, G.T. Road (Patt), Mlnto Park Road (Part) survey No. 35 Allahabad (Fort) 
Cantonment 

On the East: — Bounded by Cantonment Boundary lines and pillars No 22 to 
23, 20 to 21, open lands survey No. 7, 53/1, 11, and survey No. 63, Railway lines, 
cultivated land, Survey No. 13, Dharmsala and Garden, comprised in Survey 
No. 15 and 16 and Tribeni Road Survey No. 17. 

On the West:- -Bounded by Cantonment Boundary lines and pillars No. 15 to 
17, and 3 to 9, and Municipal area, Old Baihrana Mohalla. Kydganj, Niwal Rai 
Ka Talab Mohalla and Tribeni Road. 

2. Any inhabitant of the Allahabad Cantonment may, within six weeks from 
the date of this notification, submit in writing to the Central Government through 
the General Officer Commanding-in-Chicf, Eastern Command, an objection to the 
notification, and the Central Government shall take such objection into considera- 
tion.
